The favorable outicok as at the end of August substantially 
vanished with unfavorable Sentember conditions which were only 
checked by good rains early in Cetober, 


The seasonal conditions have been, and are, so abnormal 
that confidence in the issue of a forecast even now is not strong, 
for everything depends on future weather conditions. 


The forecast of 32,806,000 Busheis is based upon numerous 
reports received from every Division of the State and is issued in 
conformity with the resolution referred to.
